Declared Her House Was Haunted. 





HAIR-RAISING TALES OF A SUPERNATURAL VISITOR. 





The Deception Was Discovered at Last by a Lynx-Eyed Neighbor, Who Was 
Struck in the Head With a Stone.

The staid and sedate citizens of Sheibyville, Ind 
have had enough sensation to last them for the rest of 
their lives, and the occurrences of the past few weeks 
have set all Shelby county on edge. It was all about 
a ghost which wasu’ta ghost at all, but it frightened 
them half to death, and they are nut over it yet, even 
though the whole thing has been explained. 

A woman caused it all,and she tricked the entire 
county and scared the townspeople out of their shoes. 
The tricked ones are angry over what they are pleased 
to call criminal deception. She worked it very clev- 
erly. She con) :red up a spook out of emptiness and 
nothing; she paralyzed an entire community; she 
hoodwinked a county with amazing statements, and 
finally caused an armed force of men to be sent out.

The story of a 
triple rap on the door that was heard only afer night- 
fall,and that was immediately followed bya hard 
slam on the sikdeboarding, almost curdied the blood in 
the poor man’s veins. ‘It was useless to open the door, 
the woman told him. There was no visitor wutside, 
only a breath of cold air. Again and again this had 
occurred. And the solitary woman was Ill from terror 
and loss of sleep. . 

‘The colored man lost no time im spreading his tale 
about the county. And soon there was a supplement 
to it. On opening the dgor.to surprise the apirit Who so 
misclievously annoyed her, the woman was struck 
squarely on the forehead, she sald, by a stone and 
knocked sewseless. A startling evidence of ghostly 
villainy ! Frightened as he was, the helper offered to 
sleep iu the big house and take his turn at matching 
himself against the spirits. His experience wasteimi- 
lar & that of the woman. 

By this time the excit t in wl ty ran high. 
Laggard husbands were urged by their wives to hurry 
to the poor woman’s support and to probe the mystery 
of the haunted farm. So they went, bands of them, 
and watched night long in the farm house. Only the 
exvected happened. Those who stayed within heard 
the rappings. Those who volunteered out were struck 
with stones and were giad to return. 

The next night armed men began to watch outside 
ot the dwelling while their wives stayed within to com- 
fort and quiet the love inhabitant. While the house 
was surrounded by determined tarmers the noises still 
occurred,” They were increased by the sound of achain 
apparently draggedgover the roof of the house. One 
night the watchers rigged up a wire all around the 
premises and connected it witha bell. No one was 
seen to enter the farmyard and no one was seen to 
leave, but the wire was mysteriously removed without 
ringing the bell, and the rapping occurred as usual.

Although the watching had been constant, on one 
night something over a week ago the woman was left 
alone. Inthe morning she was found with a bruised 
head lying on the veranda with her hands bound to- 
gether. She said that having gone to the door when 
the rapping came she had been struck on the head by 
an unseen assailant and iminediately seized and 
bound—by hands she could not see. 

The sensation that this caused converted the most 
sceptical, And overcome by her experience she took 
to her bed and physiciaus.were called. *And at this 
point the worker of mysteries quite outdid herself. 

While one of the neighbors. wus doing some chores 
for herabout the premises be was struck by a rock 
which came from an unseen source. He told this to 
the colored man, who watched, anda little later saw 
the woman open a second-story window and throw an- 
other stone atthe man. He told the man, aud they 
determined to keep an eye on the woman. 

Two men, then admitted to the secret, feigned the 
following night to retire, while secretly watching her. 

At midnight she suddenly arose, and, springing out 
ot bed, ran to a cupboard and rapped hard three times 
and then slammed a board against it, In another 
minute she was in bed again, and when te young men 
ran in she was feigning sleep. They aroused her, but 
she declared she had not heard the rapping. 

They bad seen enough, however, and the next morn- 
ing the neighborhood heard the story. 

Now the men who spent their nights watching are 
convineed that the wh.le thing was a take, very clev- 
erly arrange, undoubtedly, by a very clever woman 





who wanted excitement and who stirred up a county. 
They don’t like to bear anyone talk about ghosts in 
Shelby county now. The subject isan unpopular one.

MARKEY IN SECOND. ROUND 





Phe Wily and Clever Old Australian Beat the Sturdy Sailor 
to the Floor With a Rain of Terrific Punches, 





A BRIEF BUT VICIOUS CONTEST

‘Wee Pride of the Navy Fought Wildly and Didn’t Have a Chance from the 





Time the Bell Sounded for the Second Round. 


Rob Fitzsimmons enhanced his reputation as 4 
fighter and regained whatever prestige Le lost when be 
fought Jin Jeffries by administering a decisive beating 
to Tom Shurkey In Jess than two rounds, Age and 
physical infirmities were against him, but he demon- 
strated that he is «fighting marvel and able to hold 
his own agains: auy of the more yanthful claimants for 
pugilistic renown, With an interval of a week he 
fought two sturdy, bard-hitting young giants and van- 
quished them both in the same decisive manner. Those 
who saw him fight Rublin and noted his apparently 
weak condition at several stages of the battle opived 
that the bard-bitting, slugging tactics of the sullior 
would place him at u disedvantage, but the “Old Man’ 
surprised everybody by resorting to entirely different 
tactics, and nobody wondered at his charge of fighting 
methods more thau the man who confronted him. 
From the very beginning Fitz was master of the situa- 
tion; he displayed cleverness im getting beyond the 
reach of Sharkey’s wild swings, and while the latter 
was exerting his energies ih trying to land a knockout 
Fitz fought cleverly and maintained his position 'y 
getting in a straight Jab or ripping his glove lvia tue 
sailor’s stomach in a tantalizing manner, all sve time 
walting for the opening which im oc wnguarded 
moment his opponent niust leave open for ove of those 
punches which always has had a contributory effect in 
preparing bis victim for the knockout. When Fitz 
fought Rahlin he got bis blow home on the solar plexus 
in the second round, but he was unable to knock the 
Akron man out until three rounds later. [un the fight 
with Suarkey last Friday night he drove the body 
punch home aguin in the second round, and whep the 
sullor doubled up in agony went after him again and 
finished the job complete in a short, sharp and decisive 
munner, 

Shiurkey never gave any evidence of being the equal 
oft Fitzsimmons in cleverness and fought as wildly and 
without any more judgment than he displayed in the 
early days of his career, He, made no pretensions of 
fighting cleverly, but waded in with right and lett 
hand wallops, taking the chance that one of them 
would land on his opponent in a vulnerable spot aud 
end the battle in that way. But Fitz, who excels In 
crattiness and ring generalship, was not to be caught In 
t.at way and his experience and superior skill evabled 
hin to guard against the salior’s mad rushes, and when 
he did not step beyond the danger line he invariably 
met the sailor's giant swings with straight left hand 
blows which proved effective. 

During the first round, when Sharkey was strong 
and intent on mixing matters, Le succeeded tn landing 
a coup'e of blows on Fitz which appeared to daze and 
ratile him, but he eraftily held on and clinched until 
he recuperated. Inone of these exchanges at short 
range in the first round Sharkey wrestled Fitz to the 
floor and fellon bim. When Filia regained his feet he 
{ igned groggiiess and Sharkey fell Into the trap and 
had started in to end matters Just as the bell rang. 

The end came in the second round, not through any 
chance blow or unusual proceedings. Sharkey started 
after Fitz as soon ns the bell rang, presumably to take 
advantage of the latter’s apparent weakened condition, 
but he found the trap batied again aud as soon as he 
lett his body uncuarded Fitz drove a right hand punch 
into lis body which for a tune checked the sailor's im- 
petuosity. He resorted to slugging tactics aguin, but 
was u et by a perfect fusilade of right and left hand 
hooks, straight jabs and punches which staggered him. 

It was now Fitz’s tarn to show his uggressiveness. 
He measured his blows with accuracy, and a short, 
sharp jolt on the chin made the sailor wobble. A right 
hook on the jaw ulmost turned him around, and us he 
rushed in at close quarters, Fitz drove a left-hand up- 
perent to the jaw, and Sharkey went to the canvas- 
cvered floor on all fours. He arose with the count of 
ten, but Fitz was walting for him, ahd as the sailor 
turved his half glazed eyes In Fitz’s direction the latter 
shot his left out like aqgiston rod. The punch landed 
fairly on Sbharkey’s jaw and he toppled over on his side 
and was unable to rise, while Fitz coolly walked over 
to his corner and began removing his gloves, appar- 
ently indifferent to the volley of cheers and shouts 
whicl: could be beard half a dozen blocks away. 

Apart from the quick and decided manner in which 
Fitz knocked bis man out, the fight was a marvelous 
one, in showing the Australian’s skill and dexterity in 
administering knockout punches. He won without 
getting a single scratch, and demonstrated his right to 
claim another battle with the man who conquered him 
aud succeeded to his title of champion of the world. 

There fs no use in repeating in these columns the 
same old story about crowds—all ringside gatherings 
are alike. The same men and the same kind of men 
may be found where the smell of the rosined canvas 
fills the air, and when itis hot, as it was last Friday 





night, Aug. 24, at the Coney Island A.C. when Fitasim- 
mons aud Shar ey met, they take of their coats and 
work overtime with palm-leat fans. 

The first ripple on the pugilistic sea was caused by 
the entry of Sharkey into Coney Islund, the birth- 
place, home and burying ground of the grea(WA merican 
fakir, Hecame in state in @ carringe, as a heavy- 
weight ought, With a retinue of followers, and he drew 
a crowd with him as he strode into Cohen's pluce. He 
looked as big as a burlesque woman as he swept 
through the dining-room with a broad griu on his feat- 
ures and a ten dollar sweater curling up’ areund his 
neck, Ife looked bappy and fat, but a sweater an inch 
thick and all wool would make even the skeleton dude 
look like a wélterweight—so that cut no figure. A 
black man escorted him with the alr of a Chesterfield 
up stairs to the room which had been reserved for him, 
aud it was.the proudest moment of the Airican’s life 
as he placed his hand on Tom's square shoulder and 
Bund: 

“Step this way, Mr. Sharkey,” so Mr. Sharkey 
stepped as befitted a man-’-warsman with a full 
. dtoved ou his chest, and. a paunch that 
entities hint to wear an evening sult when he dines at 
Shauley’s, elther en familie or alone. 

When the crowd hud recovered its equilibrium at the 
sudden visit of the seaman, Gus Rublin projected his 
bulk Into the humid atmosphere aud made the diners 
forget whether they ought to order Haut Sauterne with 
the oysters or fish. Hedidu'’t look like a beaten ath- 
lete any more than Sharkey, and he app-ared as cheer- 
fuland happy asthough the championship laurels 
were actually resting on his perspiring brow. 

At the ringside the betting began at 2 to 1 in favor of 
the Australian, but there didn't seem to be much 
anxiety to get down, There were the usual disturbing 
rumors which arealways rife when Fitzsimmons has 
anything to do with a pugilistic pink tea, Joe Hum- 
phries, Sam Hurris’ special b -tting commissioner, had 
three large wads on each of which wus staniped $5600. 
Ile was looking for the sailor’s end, and he was willing 
to do business on a two to one propusition, but so fur as 
the naked eye could see he was uncoralied by any 
Fitzsimmons shouter and his money for the time be- 
ing was as secure as if it were locked up In the money- 
laden vaults ofthe sulvtreasury. He eventually un- 
loaded a little of it in picayune wagers, not at such odds 
as he asked, without auy very great excitement attend. 
ing the transactions. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock a terrific thunder storm 
broke over the Island, and it was pouring when the 
preliminary—a burlesque afluir between Billy Rynn 
and Jerry Barvett—wns put on an hour later, Kid 
Broad wus the referee, aud four roum's were enough 
for Barnett. 

The jeering, Hooting, whistling crowd amused liselt 
with ringside repartee until 10:40, when the sailor, 
looking pink and filandciad in a new bathrobe of 
rovine’ egg bine, clambered through the ropes. Me 
went to his corner and discarded his finery, while John 
L, Sullivan came on the canvas from the opposite side, 
aud taking “stage centre,” bowed his scknowledg 
ments. He worea red tie, and his waist line was about 
58 inches, net. Those who were not too hot to notice, 
sawa bald spot, about the size of a lestherweighi's 
punch, on the crown of his head. He made two speccli- 
es both alike, in which he sald: 

“Gentlemen—The anvouncement has already been 
made about my bewefit, and I hope you will all be 
there. I am ever ready to help anybody, and Lam 
now, as always, John L. Scllivan, on the level.” 

Then, for exactly tweniy-six minutes, Sharkey sat 
in his corner waiting for Fitz. When the man who was 
to beat did put in an appearance he was received first 
in silerice and then with hisses and hoots. It was the 
most remarkable reception ever accorded to any fight- 
er, but it didn’t seem to bother him much, He came 
through the ropes with his gloves in his hand, and 
stripped down to flesh-colored tghts and a belt of 
American filigs. Sharkey’s tights were greenas the 
shamrocks of his native land. 

Fitz looked over the ring. and then walked to where 
Jeffries was sitting. He leanel over the rope and 
shouted in a stage whisper: 

“TI got my whack before I came on.” 

The gloves were fitted on both men, and then they 
were called to the centre by Charley White, the ref- 
eree, for final instructions. He had but little to say, 
evidently, and he sent them at once to their corners. 

The seconds for Sharkey were Tom O’ Rourke, 
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“Spier” Kelly, Jim Buckley and Jack Sullivan; time 
keeper, Jimmy Colville. Fitzsimmons was handled 
by Din Hickey, George Dawson, Jeff Thorue and Jack 
Neary; Umekeeper, Billy Roeber. 

Pight by Reands. 

Round 1—Sharkey came out of his corner jauuntily 
and shaped up while Fits dragged his lanky limbs 
slowly along in no apparent hurry to begin business. 
The Irishman bad mapped his campaign and that 
he intended to force the iasde was evident from the 
manver he rushed at the auburn-topped Australian 
with right and left hand swings, Robert was not to 
be caught and he gracefully side stepped out of reach 
and Sharkey almost overbalanced himself in falling 
to meet his adversary. Fits only smiled and stood 
back awaiting another ousiaught. As the sailor rushed 
fu again Fiiws lef shot out against Sharkey’s ribs. 
Things were beginning to get warm now and a lively 
fight was anticipated by the spectators. They came 
together again this time with a crash and as Sharkey’s 
lef landed on the side of Fitz's head his right whipped 
around backwards and landed on the Australian’s 
side, Sharkey and Fits were in holis now and as they 
broke away Sharkey fired his right at Fiis’s jaw, but 
the latter quickly backed out of range aud the blow 
failed to land with any force. They sprinted around 
the ring awhile and aguin Sharkey rushed tn with a 
couple of wicked swiug blows, Fits caught one of 
them on his right arm and his own left shot out avd he 
landed a benutiful punch over Sharkey’s eye, They 
clinched again and Sharkey's superior strength and 
weight pushed Fits over backward. He fell, pulling 
Sharkey over on top of him, White split them out and 
Sharkey managed home another swinging punch 
on the side of the head which caused Robert to wince, 
but he evinced a willingness to go in for a little mixing 
with the sturdy little Irishman, and they were mixing 
things up tn @ lively fashion when the bell rang. Fitz 
went to his corver very weak and the betting change:! 
to even money. 

Round 2—Sharkey had evidently been instructed tu 
tuke advantage of his rival’s weakened condition, tor 
he started the rqund by giving an exhibition of rough 
house fighting. Fits was collared in ove of the neutral 
corners and got a couple of hard raps on the side of the 
heal. All of a sudden bis left fist shot into the salior’s 
stomach and an agonized expression was seen to creep 
across his countevance, This was the begiuning of the 
end. Fitz toMowed this punch upwith astralght punci: 
on the nuse which bent ‘the sallor’s head buck as if it 
wasonahinge. Sharkey Must have felt his chances 
slipping away from him for he rushed into the breach 
asiftaking « last desperate chance, Fitz met hin 
with ajoiton the jaw and his right swung around 
catching the sullor on the Jaw. ‘They swapped blows 
agein and as Tow was about ready to cijnch that 
murderous left hand jolt up to the jaw which 
laid Rubiin cold, canght Sharkey on the chin, He 
lurebed forward, and Fits, inetead of clinching, let 
iim go to the floor, Sharkey was on his hands and 
knees as Referee White bent over ard counted. As 
the Jatier sald “Nive,” Sharkey pulled himself to his 
feet and tried to clinch the Cornishman, but as he got 
within distance Fitz hooked his left and right In quick 
succession, Both blows landed hard ou Sharkey's chin 
and he fell, completely knocked out, while the building 
rung with cheers for the veteran, 


BERNSTEIN AGAIN DISQUALIFIED. 


Warned Frequently for Rough Tactics, He 
Deliberately Threw Gardner Over His Head. 


For the second time within two mouths Osexnr Gard- 
ver. the “Omaha Kid,” and Jue Bérustein, of New 
York, met in the roped ring of the Broadway A, C. on 
Aug. 23. On the former occasion Bernstein was din- 
qualified for butting In the eighteenth round, and thin 
time he was disqualified again. He threw Gardner over 
his head with a cruss-buttock bold, which was done de- 
liberately, and Reteree Teddy Foley gave the bout 
to Garduer. * 

‘This occurred in the twelfth round, but Bernstein had 
attempted the same trick twice earlier in the bout. 
They were to have fought twenty-five rounds at 124 
pounds, and both weighed in under the limit, They 
were equal favorites, even money being the ruling 
price. Both louked to be In good trim, although Gard- 
ner seemed to be drawn a trifle flve. 

Inu the opening round Bernstein rvised a lump over 
Gardner's left eye and had the better of the infighting, 
but at the close of the round Gardner shook him up 
with ahard ljeft uppercut on the face. There was 
plenty of punching iu the next three rounds, and bard 
exchanges on the body occurred when the men got to 
close quarters. 

Garduer had decidedly the better of the sixth round, 
In the seventh honors were equal. Berusteim frequent- 
ly adopted roughing tactics with his adversary on the 
ropes, and the referee cautioned him for holding. In 
this round, after Gardner had broken away from a 
tight corner and had landed left and right on Bern- 
stein’s body, Bernstein almost threw Gardner over his 
head by wrestling. 

Gardner played for the body and sent in some sting- 
ing left smashes over the heart and in the pit of the 
stomach, Inthe ninth Gurduer sent a stiff left to the 
wind, alter which Bernstein forced him to the ropes, 
where there wasa lot of roughing done, Bernstein be- 
i: g the tranagressor. ‘There were several cries of foul, 
but the referee did not heed them. 

Only filty-eight secondsof the twelfth round had 
‘transpired when Bernstein grappled Gariner and 
threw him ovér his head, Gardner fell on his head and 
shoulders and iris seconds immediately claimed foul. 
Gardner Jumped to -his feet quickly and wasready to 
continue the battle, but Referee Foley sent the men to 
their corners and disqualified Bernstein.

Jordan was accompanied by his brother, Tom, who 
will act 98 one of his trainers. The foreigner got quite 
a reception when he landed, Martin Dowling, who 
witllook out for Jordan's Interests in this country, 
Sum Fitspatrick, Charley Schloss, Herb Carpenter, 
“Harry Newbar and Juck Sullivan were at the pier to 
gteet the Kuglishiian, 

Jordan's condition did not call for much favorable 
comment and his thin, sickly appearance was atiribat- 
ed to a rough voyage and his having been the victim of* 
a long siege Of seasick ness. 

“Of course I want to arrange a fight with Terry Me 
Govern,” he sald, “and if] ful to get ova match I 
will Immediately return to my home, The ¢enson why 
I did not arrive here sooner @ because I was under the 
impression that MeGovern was going to come to Eng- 
land. Abwutamonth ago I receivy:| worl that Mo 
Govern had consented to fight me at Lomdon, and Tat 
once began to train. However, It seems a8 though I 
was misinformed, for later L was notified that he would 
not fight me abroad and thet if I wanted a match I 
must sall for this country. Well, you see I am realy 
to do business, and hope he is prepared to do the aume, 

“Tt Is rather disuppoluting to know that the boxing 
gume will soon be ov r in this State. If MeGovern 
menns to fight me he cau have ample, tine for Lam in 
first class condition and will require only about ten 
days in which to getintrim, They tell ime that Me- 
Govern may not fight me because of his theatrical en- 
kogements, Weil, I have alwiys known McGovern on 
a fighter and not an actor and | hope that T will nor 
have to go home without a bout with hin. [think I 
have a great Chance of beating Terry. I am stronger 
now thanever. I defeated Toumy Hogan in Eugland 
recently and my friends tell me that I have developed 
into a good puncher. [| wasnotat my beat when I met 
Exidie Santry, though. , was full of malarial feverand 
was so weak after the first ten rounds that I could 
scarcely hold my hands up. Santry sdmitted bhinself 
thautit was a lucky victory for I had him defeated 
when I received a punch on the Juw which knocked me 
out. Iam still the 122-pound chani lon of the world. 
I whipped Dixon at this weight, while Sautry fought 
me nt 124 pounds,” 

Jordan farther said that if be defeats McGovern he 
will stay in America and be ready to face all comers nt 
122 pounds. Jordan will train at ether New Dorp or 
Oceanic, N. J. 

When MeGovern’s attention was called to Jordun's 
arrival and his challenge, his manager, Sam Harris, 
sent the following explanation: 

Dear Sin—Iam sorry to say that it will be impos- 
sible tor Terry to meet Ben Jordan betore Sept. 1, as 
his theatrical engagemenis will not allow it, It seems 
wtrange that Jordan did not aome over some months 
ago aud arrange a matoh and not walt until the lust 
moment, Everybody seems to be hurling challenges 
ut MeGovern just now, as they are all aware of the 

fuct that‘lerry has contracted to appear at different 
thentrestiroughout the country, otherwise they would 
have never been heard from. Now, if Ben Jordan will 
meet Eidie Santry, and win, in the meantime I wiil 
cancel some of our engagements and ‘Terry will take 
him on at hisown terms. J will agree to let ‘Terry 
fight him anywhere in America before any responsible 
club that will give fuir inducements. Terry isa cham- 
pion that is always realy to defend his title against all 
comers and if it were not that he has been engaged to 
show throughout the country I assure you it would not 
take me more than a minute to sign articles to take on 
Gans, Jordan and all other pugilists who say they are 
anxious to meet bim, Mr. Jordan don’t have to go 
home, Lethim meet Eddie Santry, and, if he is suc- 
cessful, Terry will meethim. Iwill post a forfeit of 
$5,000 to this effect. Very truly yours,

It was Eildie Santry who knocked Jordan out in the 
last fight the latter had in this country. McGovern, it 
will be remembered, knocked Santry out, and Harris’ 
request that Jordan fight and defeat Santry and esab- 
lish bis claim to a battle with “Terrible Terry” isa 
reasonable one under the circumstances,

Fitzsimmons Gets a Letter and Talks About It---Yictory to Him Means More

One of the hardest propositions that ever 
confronted the oracies of pugilism presents itself in try- 
ing to decide whether Jim Corbett will defeat “Kid” 
McCoy or whether McUoy will defeat Corbett when 
they meet to-night (Thursday), There is no line 
through Which they can be brought together. In con- 
sidering the Chances of the participants iu many fights 
at is not difficuls to rate (hem through other men whom 
both have fought, aud by drawing a line of comparison 
on the respective results arrive at a pretty fair conclu- 
sion as to what the outcome will be; but Corbett and 
McCuy have labored in different flelds of usefulness, 
MoCoy meetng middleweights and light heavy- 
weights, while Corbett’s few fights have been in the 
championship division. It is true that MoOCuy beat 
Cuvynski easier than Corbett did, but the latter's fights 
with Joe took plave when they were both little better 
than novices and are theretore useless for purposes of 
comparison, 

If thele respective fights with Tom Sharkey are 
taken Into consitieration MeCoy certainly shows to bet- 
ter advantage than Corbett, for he guve the rugged ex- 
man-o'-warsiaun «a harder aud « better battle, but the 
manner in which the Corbeu-Sharkey fight terminated 
must be taken into couskleration. MeVey. Corbett's 
second, Jumped inte the ring before auy very great 
damage had been done to either man and Corbett was 
disqualified. T.e question whether Corbett was trying 
his best to winon that occasion Las always been an 
vpen one, and so that fi;it becomes useless for com- 
parative purposes, 

Gus Ruhitn may turnish a line, unsatisfactory as it 
may appear, When the Akron man fought McCoy iu 
Syracuse (wo yeurs ago, (he latter Hterally cut him iw 
rivbous although he was‘unable to finish bim in twenty 
rounds, and so far as condition went Rublin was the 
stronger man otthe two at the end. When Roblin 
joined Corbett’s training retinue at Lakewood when 
the latter was preparing for Jeffries he was no mutch 
tor the Californian, and those who were privileged to 
witness their daily practice set-tos woul’ tell, with a sig- 
nificant wink, about the awiul things the litter used 
to do to hin, supplementing the stories with the opinion 
that Corbett could knock him out at any time or stage 
ofthe game. If that isso then Corbett figures a wit- 
wer, but I-don’t take much stock in those traifing

Coy are the best exponents of their respective styles of 
boxing and the whole matter of science resolves itsell 
into the question whether Corbett’s methods are 
superior to those of his rival. In this respect I think 
McCoy has a decided advantage, for while he is not as 
showy n boxer as Corbett his methods are those of a 
fighter, and with his quickness and accuracy in hitting 
he puts muscular power behind his blows, a fact clearly 
shown by his long record of knockouts. Thathe is a 
harder puncher than Corbett admits of no argument; 
Corbett is essentially a point boxer aud his method is 
to out-acience an adversary and win decisions on the 
superior quality of his work. He isa marvelous foot- 
worker, and his agility in dedging out of danger is not 
equalled by any other man in the ring to- lay. THe will 
compel McCoy to force the issue aid it remains to be 
seen whether he can avoid those marvelous hook 
punches, short, swift and hard, for the Jaw, with which 
the Kid” has toppled over many men heavier than 
himeelf. McCoy is more aggressive than Corbett, he 
has fought oftever and has tuken the gi ff so often that 
he realizes the necessity of having to take a punch 
land one, and he has adopted meaw and methe 
fortify himself, IT don’t believe McCoy is any b 
more courageous or game than Corbett, bu’ 
lieve that the Indiauian will go after purist 
receive it more philosophically than Co 
less aggressive nud doesn’t like to tak 
more than anybody cise, but not bet:

When Champion Jeffries made the novel 
proposition to Fitzsimmons and Sharkey that the wit- 
ner of their fight should fight him a week later he bad 
no idea that either of them would acquiesce, but the 
manner in which they both jumped at the chance evi- 
dently occasioned a surprise, and he was at a loss to 
get out of the dilemma until it occurred to Billy Brady, 
his manager, to demand that they each put up $5,000, 
to be forfeited in case the winner Gould not go on with 
the match. A blind man coukil see thatthis was only 
@ sublertuge to evade the iasue, and it is not surprising 
that both Fits and Sharkey laughed at this unreasonable 
proposition and questioned Jeffries’ alvcerity. Every- 
body kwows that an accident is liable, and almost irva- 
riably does bappen, in a fight between big men. Even 
so trifing an injury as a broken or dislocated knuckle 
is sufficient to stop a man from traliing a week, and 
the loss of a week's training would be a serious handl- 
cap toa fighter under such circumstances; but not- 
withstanding this, Jeffries wanted to be reimbursed to 
the extent of $6,000 in the event of the wimner being 
unable, by reason of a possible accident, to meet him 
within @ week, 

Such a preposterous demand resulted, as it shoul, 
in deluging the champion of the world with adverse 
criticism, and the concensus of opinion is that he never 
intended to fight, andonly adopted the usual windy 
device to keep beture the public, which was fast lorget- 
ting that Jeffries ever existed. 

It is no compliment tot’ intelligence of either Fig 
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ing for. Iflam beateu by Sharkey all right, bat to 
throw a fight is not in my Ime. 

“When I fought Corbett at Carson I had similar 
offers. Two bankersofiered to deposit $700,000 in 
my hands if I agreed to throw my fight with Corbett.
